The Hope That Sustains Christians, 


1 know when I have believed, and 
am persuaded that ho is able to 
keep that which I have committed 
unto him against that day.—I. Tim- 
othy, I., 12. 


If Paul had been a millionaire 
these words would not appeal to the 
great mass of Christian people. The 
average Christian earns his bread by 
toiling amid privations and: tempta- 
tions. In this fierce struggle for ex- 
istence he is often crucified on un- 
seen crosses and caused to fight many 
a silent battle. Hence the falth of 
the average Christian is often tem- 
porarily eclipsed by his trials and 
then it is hard for him to say, “I 
know whom I have believed.” 

Now Paul was a penniless, hard 
working Christian, and he uttered 
these words under the most trying 
circumstances. After enduring the 
hardghips of three missionary jour- 
neys, he was now in a dismal Roman 
dungeon awaiting his execution! Ik 


he had been like many brethren of; 


to-day .w eshould find him complain- 
ing about the unjustness of his lot, 
and this comforting text would not 
have been. But Paul forgot his suf- 
foring, in hia sympathy for Timothy. 
He wrote the last letter of his life to 
comfort a sorrowful heart. Such was 
the faith of Paul; he trusted Christ 
until that day when the sea shall 
give up its dead and every man shall 
receive his reward. 


But Timothy was like many 
Christians of the past and present. 
For instance, the prophet Elijah, af- 
ter fleeing eighty miles to escape 
the wrath of Jezebel, flung himaelf 
beneath a juniper and sobbed to God 
to let him die. Then John the Bap- 
tist, while languishing in the prison 
of Herod, began to wonder why God 
should treat him so. Had his min- 
istry been false? And so he sent 
his disciples to the Master to ask, 
“Art thou the Messiah that was to 
come, or do we look for another?” 
And these dark days of doubt and 
uncertainty are common to every 
Christian. Sometimes temptations 
entice us; We fall and with bitterness 
we cry, “The good that I would do, 
I do not; and the evil that I would 
not do, that I do.” 

Now the anguish and doubt suf- 
fered by so many Christians are o- 
casioned by falling to distinguish be- 
tween the questions, Are you sav- 
ed?" and Are you free from hard- 
ships?” “Are you sinless?” and 
“Are you as good as Paul (or some- 
one elise)?” 

Once a man said to me, Well, I 
can't believe that if I were a Chris- 
tian that God would treat me so." 
He bas lost his. wife and only child.

Discharges from the reforma- 
tory will be secured only on the rec- 
ommendation of the court, while the 
detained offenders will be made to 
work and wages will be placed to 
their credit or toward the support of 
thelr dependents,.—British Austral- 
asian. .

Using Pure Bred Boars. 

Many make the mistake of think- 
ing only farmers who make a busi- 
ness of selling breeding stock need 
to use pure bred boars, There is; 
on the other hand no very good rea- 
son why any breeder or farmer 
should use grade sires. 

Good pure-bred sires can be se- 
cured at reasonable rates, and far 
greater dependence can be- placed 
upon a good animal of pedigreed 
stock than can be upon a good grade. 
Of course we do not make this con- 
tention for the pure-bred scrub, for 
pedigree alone does not make on 
animal by any means. 

If an animal fs properly built, ts 
healthy, and in addition haa pure 
blood running through his system, 
the chances are that he will sire bet- 
tor pigs than a grade would whose 
characteristics are not as firmly 
fixed. Thevchoice of sires is an im- 
portant matter, and only good stock 
should be used. 


Rouchage For Sheep. 

Timothy hay is a comparatively 
poor roughage for sheep. Clover, 
pea vine hay or any other kind. of 
hay made from legumes is good, If 
one grows peas or beans for their 
seods, the straw makes good sheep 
feed.

Hicks For February. 


‘t A regular storm period will cover 
the firat five days oft- February, says 
Rev. Irl R. Hicks, the long range 
weather prophet. This disturbance 
will begin with falling barometer and 
rising thermometer in the West, bat 
the rain, wind and mow will not gat 
organised for business until the third. 
From that to the sizth, look out. Mr. 
Hioks prognosticates that it will clear 
off cold, whioh 1s not anuaual with a 
winter storm. The cold, clear weath- 
er will last about three days, when a 
reactionary storm period will set in. 
being central from the eighth to the 
tenth. It will get much: warmer, but 
the cold weather will follow so close: 
ly on the bels of the storm that the 
rear guard of the rain will be turned 
to snow. It may be remarked that 
Mr. Hicks storms almost invariahiy 
move from west to east. Living in 
the Middle West, he seems to take but 
little account of the gulf storms or 
those which sweep in unon the Atlan- 
tio coast from the sea. Mr. Hicke 
drops this word of advice to amateur 
prophets or disciples; Learn well 
this lesson of storm and anti storm 
areas passing periodically across the 
country from west to east, and you 
will rarely ‘get loft’ in your caloula- 
tions of what will reach your locality 
at regular intervals. 

By the middle of the month, Mr. 
Hicks thinks, the ‘vernal equinox 
should ba having some influence, aud 
thia will affect a storm period ron- 
ning from the thirteenth to the aigh- 
teenth, being ceutrabon the fifteenth. 
Storms of rain, turning to snow, will 
pass in the usual direotion, althoagh 
the stare indicate that this storm may 
run over ite schedule and mingle with 
the nest period. The reactionary 
storm period is central from the 
twentieth to the twenty second. At 
this time Meronry will be making a 
dGistarbance and the inconstant moon 
will be in perigee and on the equator, 
eo there will be a bigh old time. It 
will got warm, producing thunder 
storms, whioh will turn to sleet in 
northern sections, Blizzards are on- 
tirely possible as a wind up. High 
gales and cold weather will push the 
reat of thia storm, and right here Mr. 
Hicks does give the South a little 
recognition by saying that burricanes 
in the West Indies may affect tha 
Guit and South coast regions, Anotb- 
er very similar storm is booked for 
the laat four days of the month, being 
eapéolaily strong on sleet, This is a 
time when the sleet god will have a 
pionio with the wires. says Mr. 
Hioks; '‘ wasoh and dee. Thie will 
be a disagreeable and dangerous time, 
Scoording to the prophet, and ice 
morges, floods and other msnifvata- 
tious will keep mankind on the aox- 
fous bench.

This shochat must be a man who 
has recetved a diploma from a rabbi, 
He must know somvthing of the Tal- 
mud, must be well versed in the tenets 
of Juda as well as iu the law of 
hygiene. He is expected to be of a 
humane digposition, for, according to 
Rabbi Adolph Spiegel, who settled thé 
kosher strike in this city four years 
ago, the humane treatment of uni- 
mals iè at the bottom of a good many 
of the kosher regulations, According 
to the latter, shochat can slavghter in 
only ohe way, with one forward and 
backward thrust.ofa knife. This kni:é 
‘must de Jong, Without a scratch of 
dent on it, and so sharp that a aingle 
stroke of It bringe instant death with- 
out torture to the aninial that la pro- 
nounced worthy to be led before it. 

As goon ak the animal is killed by 
the at the rabbi connected. with 
the slaughter house, or one of his 
inspectors, opens the body and makes 
a careful examination ot every organ 
in It. The lungs especially are sub- 
jected to rigid scrutiny. Air ls blown 


into them, and if this experiment re~ 


veals-a single blemish or hole the 
meat of the entire animal is declared 
unfit for the kosher trade and is 
turned over to the regular butchers. 
When the slaughtered animal, how-

Variety Eevential for Poultry. 

There is uc difficulty in providing 

a variety for a smail flock, aa tne 
table scraps will. assist, but for afty 
or a hundred fowls, resort to fodds 
that are easily obtained is required. 
Cut clover, meat, mik, linseed oil 
cake and cabbage will all serve to 
vary the diet. It is when fowls are 
fed on grain during the whole time 
that they refuse to lay. But even 
the grain may be varied if corn is 
withtield and oats, wheat and buck- 
wheat are used in rotation.

There is no perfect plan for getting 
the best man to stand for publio office 
and it is not difficult to pick flaws in 
any echeme that human ingenuity can 
devise. But the questions that should 
be asked are: Is the proposed plan 
of nomination an improvement ou the 
one now in force? Does it promise 
to remove some of the grievances of 
the public with the convention system ? 
Senstor Gorman objects to the di- 
rect primary because it does away with 
party government. Of course, the 
Senator ia mistaken or misquoted. 
The direct primary does not necessar- 
ily do away with party «platforms. 
There ie no reason why parties under 
the direct primary cannot promulgate 
a sot of principles, and we have no 
doubt they would find a way to do so, 
The candidates would certainly have 
to stand for something: When Er- 
Goyerhor Warfield and Senator S nith 
were candidates for the Senatorship 
there was no difficulty in onderstand- 
ing what platform they stood upon. 
Even if we admit thas his objection 
has merit in it, it does not follow by 
any meane that the objection ia fatal 
t>-direct primary. There are ser- 
fous objections to the convention 
system, and the direct primary prom- 
isos the best way to get rid 3f them. 
So far as party platforms are con- 
cerned, often they are purely perfanc- 
tory ntterances.

Assembly passed on the last“ 


day of the gen of nineteen hundred 
and sight, and approved by the Gov- 
ernor on April 6th, 1908, it devolved 
upon the Governor to appoint the suo- 
cessore until the naxt general election 
to be held in the fall of nineteen hun: 
dred and nine, at which time the vot- 
ers of thé Oironit will, in tho exercise 
of the constitutional power, vested in 
them. elect their euccessors for the 
term of fifteen years. 

In the issue of the. Baltimore Sun of

Within the last 
two years college elevens nave sought 
matches with military teams because 
they got such “fine practice,“ to quote 
the trainer, but the practice has more

But the garrison bets its money on 
others besides its nine and eleveu. It 
has its higa jumper, its long distance 
runner and sprinter, its strong men, 
who can put the ghot and throw the 
hammer, while its team in the relay 
race is carefully selected for flectiess 
and endurance. The athletic commit- 
tee dften has its hands full to select 
entries for a field day—not from lack 
of material, but because tnere are sọ 
many good men from whom o choose.

POULTRY AILMENTS. 


Vigilance and Commonsense Com- 
bined will Work Wonders. 


Of the causes for diseases of poul- 
try and especially chicks, the great- 
«st js Hee—oc. a wet spring, 
or during a rainy summer, 
the lice will very soon get the upper 
hand unless one is very vigilant. 
~ Thé lice can be made to leave the 
chicks, before feathering, by cover- 
ing them with a coal oll sprinkled 
cloth leaving the chicks under the 
cover for fifteen or twenty minutes. 

AN. the lice that were on the 
chicka will be found on the cloth 
dead, end most of the nits on the 
chicks will also be dead, this rids 
them of the pest for the time, but if 
they run with lousy chicks or their 
mother hen is lousy, or thelr coops 
and run are dirty and contain nits it 
Will be but a short time until they are 
infested again; so the only chance for 
safety Is in continulng the coal oll 
wrapping every few days, or in thor- 
oughly ridding the rest of the fowls, 
and the premises of all lice and nits, 
and then in keeping them so ridden, 

This is easier safd than accom- 
plished, for one louse will soon have 
descendants by the million, and the 
new batch is always vigorously ac- 
tive. 

Keep a dry bath for all fowls and 
chicks all the time and as dust is not 
fourid in quantities yet, it will be 
necessary to use sifted ashes for their 
bath. 

Clean al) coops and premises as 
clean ag the proverbial pin; use 
white wash, strong with lime and 
coal oll, or other good liquid killer, 
in quantities, coplous enough to rout 
each louse and nit; give the old 
fowls a good dusting with fresh pow- 
der, use.a dip on thelr legs; coal and 
lard are good. Use fresh insect 
powder or fresh tobecco dust freely 
in thelr dust bath; when you may sit 
and rest easy for a few days. 

Not for long, however, for. eternal 
vigilance. is required in this warfare, 

Now that things are nicely cleaned 
and started right, a half hours work 
each and every day will result in 
Leeping’ them so. 

If above is done thoroughly, the 
coops moved to clean quarters two or 

Hea Gach week, good, wholé- 
some food only is allowed, and fresh 
clean water in clean vessels always 
at hand, the poultry allments will be 
n missing thing. 

Not any chick or fowl can keep 
hea’thy when Inhabited with vermin, 
or if given sour, or otherwise un- 
wholesome food, or impure water to 
dr nk. Put your commonsense into 
active use.—B. C. In Indiana Far-

A Season Of Fasting. 


whioh will occur this year on April 
11. The penitential seuson lasts forty | 
days, not including Sundays, fur Hun- 
day all the year around is in a sense 
the festival of the Resurrection of 
Christ and no fast is observed on that 
day. It appears that in the first three 
or four centuries much latitude was 
allowed in the observance of the fast 
of Lent, and during a longer period 
the length of the fast varied consider- 
ably. For instanoe, it is related that 
in A. D, 420, Lent was kept in some 
places for six [and in others for seven 
weeks, yot none are said to have ex- 
ceeded thirty six fasting days, certain 
days being omitted. 

The ancient mode of observing Lent 
was to abstain from all food until 
evening. Pope Gregory the Great, 
speaks of it as of thirty six days dur- 
ation, and thirty six days are neatly 
a tenth of a year. the faithfol thus 
giving during Lent a penitential tithe 
of their lives to God. Lent, the-e- 
fore, at the end of the fifth century 
began ou Sunday. Afterwards Ash 
Wednesday and the three duya follow- 
ing were added. As tar back as the 
yoar A. D.,. 718, the Lenten usage 
was the same às today. By adding 
the four days before the frst Sanday 
the fasting days became forty, which 
correspouds with tte fasts of Moses, 
Elias and of Ohriet. It bas also been 
said that Lent took its rise from 
* Preparation, for the Expiation'’ by 
the Hebrews, wh n their solemn 
hamitli 
piration. Tb.

fast in the earliest times of Obris- 
tianity. |

SEVEN KILLED N WRECK 


Of Norfolk Express At Delmar. Fast Ex- 
press On Delaware Rallroad Urashes 
into Two Locomotives, Crushing 
Tralamen, Mall Clerks And 
Expressmes. 


In the must disastrous accident in 
the history of the Delaware Railroad 
which ocourred at Delmar about 2.50 
o'clock Monday morniog, seven men 
were killed.

The train was No. 49, southbound, 
New York and Norfolk Express, which 
left Wilmiugton at 12.05 a. m. It ap- 
proached Delmar on time, and in the 
rul trond yards just north of the town, 
while going at a fast rate of sperd.col- 
lided with twolrcomotives. The lat- 
ter were in waiting to take the train 
from Delmar, the terminus of the 
Delaware Railroad, to Oap» Charles, 
over the New York, Philadelphia and 
Norfolk Railroad. Ordinarily these 
locomotives would have waited on a 
side track until the arrival of the Nor- 
folk express, and why they should 
have been waiting on the main track 
is a matter now under investigation 
by the railroad officials. 


Cars Ganght Fire. 


By the force of the collision, the 
haggage car aud the combination bag- 
gage and mall car and the express car 
of the Norfolk express were wrecked 
and the wreckage almost Immediately 
caught fire. The victims were all in 
these dars, and were either killed by 
the crnshing of the cara or so disabled 
that they could not help themeelves 
and wore subjected to the awful death 
by burning. All the bodies were hor- 
ribly motilsted and disfigured to an 
extent that rondered thew practically 
unrecogvizable, althongh they were 
identified by various marks and por- 
tiona of clothing later. 

With the exception of the baggage, 
express and mall cars, the entire Nor- 
folk express train remained on the 
tracks and the passengers were unin- 
pr although soma were broised by 

shock of the sudden stopping of 
the train. The engineer and Sreman 
of the express train locomotive jamped 
batoro thelr locomotive was derailed.

Presbyterian Church And Other

Fire of unknown origin, destroyed | 
the large lumber pinot of Smith, 
| Moore and Hargis at thie place about 
11 o'clook Thursday morning. Before 
the flames had consumed the plant 
—for the volunteer fire department 
had no ohano of checking the fire— 
the sparka from the fiercely burning 
lamber piles had started four other 
conflagrations in other pinces. and for 
a time it looked as if the town, would | 
be wiped out.
